with whom he pledged his holdings, as
0 security for his promise to pay for
them in full within ore year. The loan

SAN FRANCIROO, Jan. 8.—After be-
ing held for ten months in a private
jirison in the custody of an elisor, with
private guards, his own eook and auto-
bile, in which he was allowed to go out
for an airing or attend to business, Abe
Ruef, former political boss was tonight
taken to the county jail at Ingleside,
and placed in o cell Not far removed

Young Belgian Wili Make Home on
Molokai Island.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Determined to
devote his life to the care of the lepers
in the colony of Molokai, Hawaiian
Islands, Vineent Masoin arvived in New
York yesterday from Antwerp. He is
only 21 years old and will spend a year
in the college at Fair Haven, Conn., be-
fore b will be ordained & priest in the
Roman Catholie Church. Mr, Masoin is
a griduate of the University of Louvain
in Belgium and decided to devote his
life to the lepers after mading of the
life at Molokai of Father Damien, the
priest who sacrificed his life on the bar-
rey island from which no one returns.
Mr. Masoin, who is an sthlete, ruddy
faced, jolly young man, says he expects
sooner or later to succumh to the dis-
ease, but trusts he will be spared long
enough Lo Jo some good for the prisoners
on the leper island.

STEAMERS COLLIDE,

Seminole Drags Anchors and Carries
Across Bow of 0il Steamer.

SAN  FRANCISOO, Jan. 8—The
Standard 0il Companys tanker Ashta-
bula, which arrived from Mororan, Mon-
day night, reports that on December 10,
when lying at anchor in Mororan, a
strong northwest gale sprang up and
caused the British steamer Seminole to
drag her anchors. The Seminole was
carried across the bow of the Ashtabula
and collided with the tanker. In the col-
lision several plates on the starboard
varer of the Seminole were stove in
and she was otherwise damagel.
